School  each  school  activity  must  make  some  definite  contribution  to  the  school  life.  The 
constitution  of  the  organization  must  indicate  the  nature  of  that  contribution,  and  the 
purpose  of  that  activity  must  be  approved  by  the  principal. 

Membership  in  each  organization  is  open  to  all  pupils  on  the  same  basis.  No 
pupil  may  belong  lo  more  than  two  organizations  unless  he  is  passing  in  all  subjects 
and  has  the  consent  of  the  club  sponsors  to  join  a  third  organization.  No  pupil  is  per- 
mitted to  have  membership  in  organizatins  other  than  Departmental  Clubs  who  did  not 
receive  credit  in  at  least  three  solid  subjects  carried  during  the  preceding  semester. 

Monthly  dues  of  school  clubs  may  not  exceed  twenty  cents.  A  fine  of  ten  cents 
for  unexcused  absence  and  of  five  cents  for  unexcused  tardies  may  be  assessed,  as  well  as 
a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents  for  failure  to  appear  on  the  program  without  an  acceptable 
excuse.  The  only  acceptable  excuse  for  absence  is  absence  from  school;  however,  mem- 
bers may  be  excused  from  the  meeting  to  participate  in  other  school  activities  by  ob- 
taining a  leave  of  absence  in  writing  signed  b)  the  sponsor  and  three  officers  of  the 
organization.  After  three  cases  of  absence  or  tardiness  in  a  semester,  a  member  is 
automatically  dropped  from  membership.  For  failure  to  pay  fines  or  dues  members  are 
dropped  three  weeks  after  the  fine  has  been  assessed.  No  student  may  receive  a  report 
card  unless  all  club  dues  and  fines  are  paid. 

Meetings  for  all  organizations  must  be  weekly,  except  for  cosmopolitan  organiza- 
tions. An  open  meeting  must  be  held  in  assembly  each  year,  and  the  programs  of  these 
meetings  must  be  similar  to  those  of  weekly  meetings.  Any  business  transaction  in  a 
meeting  at  which  the  sponsor  is  not  present  is  unconstitutional. 

No  student  who  has  net  passed  with  credit  all  studies  during  the  preceding  se- 
mester or  who  is  a  problem  of  discipline  in  the  school  may  not  hold  office  in  a  club  or 
hold  the  position  of  editor  or  manager  of  any  school  publication.  A  pupil  may  hold  of- 
fice in  only  one  school  organization  at  a  time.  He  may  hold  no  more  than  three  dif- 
ferent offices  in  a  semester,  and  only  one  of  those  offices  may  be  the  presidency  of  an 
organization  or  the  position  of  editor  or  manager  of  a  publication.

Athletic  Leaders

school  in  the  state  has  been  more  successful  in  athletics  during  these  last  ten  years.  As 
a  man  and  as  an  athletic  director,  Mr.  Loos  is  appreciated  by  the  student  body.  Closely 
associated  with  Mr.  Loos  is  Mr.  Seldon  S.  Hutchinson,  who  came  this  year  to  Forest 
from  the  University  of  Missouri.  He  is  assistant  coach  of  football  and  basketball,  and 
coach  of  track,  we  predict  success  for  Mr.  Hutchinson.  Another  of  our  coaches  is 
Mr.  W.  F.  Hunter,  a  hard  worker  with  the  tennis  teams.  Supporting  and  backing  our 
athletic  coaches  is  our  genial  manager,  Mr.  George  C.  Rorie,  a  man  ready  and  willing 
at  all  times  to  do  anything  for  the  welfare  of  the  school.  The  golf  coach  is  Miss  Rachel 
M.  Foote.  We  are  predicting  rapid  progress  for  the  golf  teams,  judging  from  her  past 
success  as  tennis  coach. 

In  co-operation  with  the  faculty  directors,  Frank  Terranella,  Forest's  greatest 
quarterback,  coached  the  second  team  In  football.

Football  Season 

Forest,  0 — Palestine,  6 

Opening  the  '29  season,  Coaches  Loos  and  Hutchinson  took  the  Lions  to  Palestine, 
where  they  met  defeat  on  September  2 1 .  The  Lions  made  twelve  first  downs,  while 
the  Wildcats  failed  to  make  any.  In  the  last  few  minutes  of  play  the  Wildcats  inter- 
cepted a  pass  and  carried  the  ball  to  the  three-yard  line,  where  they  made  a  touchdown 
on  their  last  down. 

Forest,  19 — Polytechnic,  7 

October  5,  the  Lions  entered  their  first  district  game  of  the  season,  winning  with 
a  score  of  19-7.  McCullough  was  the  most  successful  ball  toter,  making  three  touch- 
downs, while  Brandon,  Lion  full,  plunged  over  for  an  extra  point. 

Forest,  12 — Woodrow  Wilson,  0 

The  game  with  Woodrow  Wilson  was  played  on  October  IL  The  first  three 
quarters  went  scoreless,  but  in  the  last  quarter  Brandon  carried  the  ball  from  the 
50-yard  line  to  the  8 -yard  line,  where  the  Lions  soon  pushed  over  a  touchdown  on  a 
short  pass  from  Terranella  to  Kahler.  Upon  recovering  a  fumbled  punt  on  the  Wild- 
cat's 5-yard  line,  the  Lions  succeeded  in  a  short  pass  from  Terranella  to  McCullough, 
netting  another  score. 

Forest,  0 — Central,  0 

At  Fair  Park  Stadium  on  October  18  the  Forest  and  Central  teams  contested.  In 
the  first  quarter  the  Panthers  got  the  ball  to  the  Lion's  ten-yard  line,  but  could  not 
penetrate  further.  Later,  the  Lions  did  the  same  thing,  but  the  Panthers  punted  out  of 
danger  and  recovered  the  fumbled  punt  on  the  Lion's  seven-yard  line,  where  they  were 
held.  In  the  fiinal  stanza,  McCullough  carried  the  ball  to  the  Centralites'  five-yard 
line,  where  they  lost  a  chance  to  score  by  receiving  a  penalty. 

Forest,  13 — Tulsa,  Okla.,  6 

In  the  first  night  game  ever  played  by  any  of  the  Dallas  High  Schools,  the  Lions 
defeated  the  Braves,  Tulsa,  to  the  tune  of  13-6.  Rapidly  McCullough  and  his  back- 
field  "aces"  started  gaining  ground  and  soon  had  the  ball  on  Tulsa's  fifteen-yard  line, 
where  they  lost  the  ball  on  a  fumble.  In  the  second  quarter  McCullough  scored  on  a 
pass  from  Brandon. 

Forest,  6 — North  Dallas,  6 

When  the  Lions  met  the  Bulldogs  in  their  own  back  yard  on  November  1,  they 
were  handicapped  by  several  crippled  players  resulting  from  the  Tulsa  game.  The  first 
quarter  McCullough  and  his  backfield  men  tallied,  the  Bulldogs  coming  back  with  their 


aerial  heaves  and  tying  the  count.  Old  Man  Time  ended  the  half  just  as  the  Lions 
reached  the  Bulldog's  one-yard  line,  with  three  downs  to  go.  In  the  last  quarter  the 
Lions  scored  on  a  long  pass,  but  it  did  not  count  as  the  passer  was  too  close  to  the  line 
of  scrimmage. 

Forest,  17 — Highland  Park,  13 

On  November  8  the  Lions  invaded  Highland  Park.  During  the  first  half  both 
teams  threatened  to  score,  but  failed  in  their  attempts.  In  the  last  half  McCuUough 
made  three  touchdowns  within  seven  minutes.  Brandon,  fullback,  plunged  over  for 
the  extra  points.  The  Bagpipers  tallied  by  their  aerial  attack,  which  ended  the  third 
quarter.  "Scotty  "  received  the  kick-off  and  ran  ninety  yards  for  another  touchdown. 
However,  the  Highlanders  were  still  fighting;  for  within  a  few  minutes  Hart  circled 
end  and  ran  fifty-four  yards  for  a  touchdown,  and  Farmer  kicked  goal. 


Forest,  0 — Sunset,  20 

In  the  game  played  on  October  1 5  between  Forest  and  Sunset  the  Bisons  got  the 
breaks,  but  one  has  to  hand  it  to  them  for  playing  heads-up  football.  Four  times  they 
blocked  and  recovered  punts  within  the  Lions'  twenty-yard  line,  and  three  times  they 
pushed  the  windbag  over  the  chalk  line,  spelling  defeat  for  Forest.  The  entire  team 
played  hard,  clean  football,  but  just  could  not  stand  the  onrush  of  those  Bisons. 


Forest,  1 3 — Dallas  Tech.,  0 

The  Wolves  put  up  a  stubborn  fight  on  November  22,  but  when  they  threatened 
to  score,  our  Lions  started  playing  football.  McCullough  scored,  after  a  long  drive 
down  the  field.  During  the  last  half  Brandon,  catching  a  long  pass  from  McCullough, 
ran  thirty  yards  for  a  touchdown.  McCullough  kicked  point  goal,  making  the  score 
thirteen   to   nothing  for   the   southsiders. 


Forest,  21 — Oak  Cliff,  10 

At  Fair  Park  Stadium,  November  2  9,  the  Leopards  took  the  lead  in  the  first 
quarter  by  kicking  a  field  goal.  Forest  lost  two  wonderful  chances  to  score  by  fumbles 
in  the  next  two  quarters.  In  the  last  quarter  the  Lions  started  a  drive  of  80  yards, 
ending  in  a  touchdown.  McCullough  kicked  for  extra  point.  Oak  Cliff  received  the 
kick  oflf  and  turned  to  their  aerial  attack,  which  ended  when  Kahler  intercepted  a  pass 
in  mid-field.  Soon  "Scotty"  tallied  seven  more  points,  and  the  Leopards  again  tried 
their  passing  act.  Allison  ended  this  and  carried  the  ball  to  the  fifteen-yard  stripe, 
where  Kahler  carried  it  over  and  "Scotty"  booted  another  goal.  With  less  than  a 
minute  to  play,  a  triple  pass  netted  the  Leopards  a  touchdown.  Captain  Erickson 
booted  the  extra  point,  ending  a  game  in  which  the  Lions  proved  their  superiority  by 
beating  the  Leopards  twenty-one  to  ten  and  by  winning  the  City  Championship  Crown.

To  start  off  the  1930  city  cage  series  the  Gig  Green  Wave  of  Forest  High  shot  its 
way  to  a  20-10  victory  over  the  Maroon  Wolves  of  Dallas  Tech. 

Forest,  14 — Oak  Cliff,  19 

The  second  game  of  the  city  cage  race  saw  the  Forest  Lions  defeated  by  Oak 
Chff,  19-14.  Up  to  the  third  extra  period  the  g.inie  was  tied,  but  then  the  Leopards 
began  their  long  shots.  "Red"  Kelsay  sunk  one  from  mid-court  and  soon  followed 
with  a  crip  shot,  which  absolutely  killed  the  Lions'  hope  for  victory. 

Forest,  32 — Woodrow  Wilson,  11

In  compiling  this,  the  1930  yearbook  of  Forest  Avenue  High  School,  we  have 
tried  to  present  not  only  an  accurate  record  of  the  school  activities  of  this  year  but 
also  an  accurate  account  of  the  progress,  of  light  through  the  ages.  Just  as  we,  who 
are  Seniors,  were  forced  to  pass  through  the  refining  stages  of  Freshman,  Sophomore, 
and,  Junior-ship,  just  so  did  light  develop  from  the  crude  torch  to  the  highly  developed 
stage  of  electricity.  Back  in  the  days  of  the  caveman  the  burning  of  timber  gave  the 
only  light.  Then  as  time  moved  on,  man  found  that  certain  resins  or  gums  from 
trees  would  burn  with  a  bright  flame  and  would  last  longer  than  wood  alone;  so  twigs 
were  dipped  into  melted  resins,  and  thus  torches  came  into  use.  While  this  was  indeed 
an  improvement,  man  was  still  not  satisfied,  and  soon  candles  and  oil-lamps  were  in- 
vented. Later  on,  stone,  clay,  iron,  and  bronze  lamps  were  made,  but  they  were  all 
merely  open  receptacles  to  hold  a  little  oil,  on  which  floated  a  rude  wick  supported  by 
a  spout. 

Yet  all  the  while  that  men  were  suffering  the  handicaps  of  the  miserable  little  oil 
lamps,  gas  was  to  be  had,  if  the  people  had  but  known  how  to  develop  it.  William 
Murdock  was  the  discoverer  of  gas,  and  the  year  in  which  the  first  house  was  lighted 
by  gas  was  either  1794  or  1795.  The  first  American  to  light  his  house  by  gas  was 
David  Mellville  of  Newport,  Rhode  Island.  Baltimore  was  lighted  in  1817,  and  Glas- 
gow in  the  same  year.  Liverpool  and  Dublin  were  lighted  in  1818,  and  other  towns, 
both  big  and  little,  soon  followed.  Murdock  made  no  profit  out  of  his  discovery,  but 
he  will  always  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  skillful  of  men,  and  he  was  as  modest 
as  he  was  clever.  From  his  day  on,  improvements  have  been  made  in  gas  lighting,  and 
today  the  incandescent  gas  light  gives  forth  a  blaze  equivalent  to  the  blaze  of  nearly 
three  hundred  candles. 

However,  electric  light  has  practically  taken  the  place  of  gas,  which  discovery  we 
owe  to  Sir  Humphry  Davy,  who  began  his  career  as  a  poor  apprentice  to  a  country 
chemist,  but  who  became  the  most  eminent  scientist  of  his  day.  Many  men  have 
helped  to  bring  electricity  to  its  present  state  of  usefulness,  but  no  one  has  added  as 
much  to  its  improvement  as  Thomas  A.  Edison.  Born  in  1847,  Edison  started  life  as 
a  poor  newspaper  boy,  but  by  hard  work,  courage,  and  perseverance  he  has  gained  for 
himself  the  title  of  the  foremost  American  inventor.  It  is  in  commemoration  of  the 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  incandescent  light  that  we  have  chosen  this  subject  as  the 
theme  of  our  books,  and  it  is  our  hope  that  the  memory  of  his  excellent  work  will 
prove  an  inspiration  to  all  who  glance  through  this  book.
